THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE UNKNOWN. 


Ninety Thousand Hogs Consumed by the 


Flmnies—Thirty-Two Tanks of Lard Ex- 
plode One After Another—The Loss, 
Which I« Over Half B Million, Fully 
Covered by Insurance—A Peorla, Ills., 
Church In Ruins. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 119.— Three buildings of 


the great plant of tbe Algo-American 
Provision company at the stock yards— 
tbe packing house and ware houses E, 
F and B—wore destroyed by fire Sunday 
morning early, the (l.unes not beiug en- 
tirely subdued until uoon Sunday. Be- 
sides the buildings tbe following prop- 
erty

destroyed: 
Nine thousand 


dressed bogs, 2UO,000 pounds of sausa?8T 
and the product of 90,000 porkers. Tne 
plant w as only recently purchased by an 
Engli&Ii syndicate, and was run) ing with 
a force of 1,300 hands, all of whom are 
now idle just as winter is coming on. 
Tbe lo<w is estimated nt t~V).000, being di- 
vided HS follows: ioOl.UOO ou sides, hams, 
and shoulders; $75,030 on dressed hogs; 
$125,000 on machinery, and 
$31,000 on 


buildings. 


The loss is entirely covered by insur- 


ance. H. J. Straight & Co., 150 La Salle 
street, say the entire amount is placed in 
foreign companies. Th-- plant was in- 
sured at $1,500,000. 


The First Alarm. 


The conflagration was one of the fiercest 


the fire department ever had to battle 
with. Xo one sjems to know how the 
blaze started, but Mr. Fowler does not be- 
lieve it was of incendiary origin. Flames 
were fir»t discovered nt 1:JO o'clock in the 
engine-room of fie packing house. The 
first al:irm was turned in by Sum Shapiro, 
a boy emploved during the night, as a 
driver. When he saw it the whole inte- 
rior of fhe packing and engine rooms was 
inabl.ize 
He ran to box Xo. 2,119, at 


Packer's avenue and Transit street, and 
pulled the box. As soon as the firemen 
arrived on the scene a "4-11" alarm was 
tamed in, calling out nineteen engines. 
A little later a special call was made for 
seven more engines, and twenty-six were 
soon throwine s'ream* of water on the 
blazirp.: buildings. 


Explosions of Lard Tanks. 


The firemen worke'l against obstacles 


from tl e start. Water had little effect on 
the grease soaked floors*, and the fire soon 
reached the tank-room, where thirty-two 
tanks of lard were located 
These ex- 


ploded one after another with loud re- 
ports aud the boiling lard burned fiercely. 
The heat was so intense the firemen were 
compelled to work at a distance. The 
packing room is about 50x150 feet, and the 
whole interior was blazing when thp fire- 
men reached the scene in response to the 
first alarm. The flames spread to the 
cool room adjoiningand commenced burn- 
ing the carcasses of the hogs hanging 
there. In the room were G,689 hogs, and 
they burned like oil. Water was useless 
In figi-tmg the fire, and it beemed that 
nothing tuuld be done to stop the con- 
flagrat.on. Tne roof fell in about an hour 
after the fire started and the conflagration 
became more furious. The blazs lighted 
up the heavens and rendered everything 
lighter than day. Scores of firemen di- 
rected a hundred streams of water into 
the burning acres of lard and meat, but 
with lil tie effect 


Burning of Salt Meats. 


Tbe west wall of the packing house fell 


«oon after the roof went down. On a 
switch beside the building were three 
freight cars, and the falling bricks crushed 
them. No other wall fell, but two are 
now in a dangerous condition. In the 
basement of the building was stored an 
immense amount of salt meat. 
This 


caught fire, and \v hile the flames were not 
furious and were prevented from blazing 
high they destroyed the sides, shoulders, 
and hams stored layer on layer. The roof 
and floors co\ered the smouldering meats 
and kept water from reaching them, and 
the firemen were busy all day Sunday with 
axes and 
hammers in 
removing the 


masses of debris that hindered their work. 
The building that burned i» a part of the 
plant that was recently erected. The en- 
tire series of buildings was under one roof 
and surrounded by a high wall. This 
kept the sightseers at a distance, and a 
few policemen were ablo to keep every one 
out. Thousands went lo the scene during 
the day, but they conld see nothing and 
did not linger long. 


Will Re»nme Operations Tuesday. 


At 11 o'clock Monday morning the fire 


at Fowler Bros.' packing establishment 
was entirely out, and there was left a 
mass of smoldering nuns, the stench 
from which does not rise to the heavens, 
but hangs in the atmosphere, offensive to 
the nostrils. But two fire companies were 
working upon the ruins to subdue any 
lingering blaze that 
might start out 


afresh, while H large force of men 
are 


engaged in clearing away the debris, so 
that the work of rebuilding may start at 
once. 
Fowler Bros, have engaged tbe

hogs on hand. The force of men to be 
immediately employed upon the work is 
not as yet determined upon, hut as soon 
aa the new plant can be completed the 
old force of employes will be rehired. No 
paper has correctly stated tbe loss, which 
will be slightly under *590,000. This in- 
formation Is obtained from the fire in- 
surance patrol, and while their report is 
not entirely complete it is sufficiently so 
to make a conservative estimate. 
Fowler 


Bros, state that their new establishment 
will be as perfect as money can secure 
and tbe old plans will be modified and en- 
larged upon. Work will be expedited as 
much as possible, and while no date is 
stated when everything will l>e completed 
tbe lime will not be far in the future. 


FLAMES IN A CHURCH. 


Fire Destroys the Grace Presbyterian

The organ, carpets, and furnishings in- 
creased its value to 510 OJO. on which there 
was an inauiance of $i,750 in five eom- 
panie-. Fortunately no one was seriously , 
ujured in tbe mad rush. The fire spread ! 
to re-idences near by, but these were 
s.ived. 


A HoiiH re of Whisky. 


MAMSQS, Iml., Sept 29.— The old stone 


ware house of the Rich wood distillery, 
aitmited in Kentucky, opposite this city, 
was destroyed by lire Sunday afternoon. 
1'lie IIOIISP contained 1,5'JO barrels of tax- 
>«i(l whisky, all of which was destroyed. 
L'lie idoperty and whisky belonged to 
lj<-\y & Brother, of Cincinnati. Tbe Bra 
department of Madison crossed the river 
ml succeeded in saving the distillery 
and nljoiuinx ware house which con- 
.aiu<>d over ",'ioo barrels of whisky. The 
lie originated in the brick yard and 
was communicated to the ware house by 
:ngh \\inds prevailing at the time.

The Italian Premier Interviewed. 


PARIS, :-ept 29 —In an interview with 


tbe Rome correspondent of Figaro, Pre- 
mier Crispi denounced the attitude main- 
tained by France toward Italy. 
As an il- 


lustration of the unfriendly policy of 
France, the Italiau premier instanced the 
annexation by that power of Tunis de- 
spite her promises to the contrary. Signor 
Cnspi defended the Dreibund negotiations 
for the renewal of which were still pend- 
ing, and declared that there was no dan- 
ger of war unless it was sought by 
France. The premier regretted the neces- 
sity which existed for maintaining and 
increasing the enormous armaments of 
the European powers, which he believed 
could only result in the ruin of Europe 
and tbe great advancement of the United 
States.

Conferees on the Deficiency Appropria- 


tion Hill Come to an Agreement—The 
Uous 5 Passes an Appropriation for the 
Payment of Its Members—President

Washington Notes. 
WASHINGTON CITY. Sept. 29.—The sen- 


ate Monday passed tbe senate bill giving 
assent to lenses of rights to mine coal in 
the Choctaw nation. The conference re- 
port ou the bill to relieve settlers ou 
Northern Pacific indemnity lands was 
agreed to. The conference report on the 
deficiency appropriation bill was pre- 
sented and explained by Mr. Hale. He 
said 
that 
the senate conferrees had 


yielded the French spoliations amend- 
ment because of tlie persistency of the 
house, but tbe subject would be taken up 
at another season 
The report was agreed 


to. The conference report on the tariff 
bill was then presented and read at 
length. 


House Proceedings. 


In the house Monday Taylor of Ohio 


moved non-concurrence in the senate 
amendments to the bill to define and reg- 
ulate the jurisdiction of United States 
courts. He wished the bill to go to con 
ference with 
the expectation that it 


would go over until the next session. 


After discussion the bill was laid aside 


temporarily. The conference report on 
the deficiency bill was taken up and after 
brief discussion was »greed to. 
The 


bouse passed bill appropriating $10,316 to 
supply a deficiency in the appropriation 
for the paymentof members of the house. 
A senate amendment to the bill granting 
leave to clerks of first and second class 
postoffices (extending the benefits of the 
act to employes of the mail bag repair 
shops) was agreed to. A conference was 
ordered on the bill to dispose of Fort Ellii 
military reservation in Moutuna

bill to remit to the Columbian Iron works 
of Baltimore the amount of penalties for 
delay in the completion of the gunboat 
"Petrel" was passed.

Must He Marked in English. 


WASHINGTON' CITY, Sept 39.—Section 6 


of the tariff act introduces a new provis- 
ion which importers of merchandise of all 
kinds hbou'd not o-verlook. It provides 
that on and after M.tvcli 1, 1891, "all arti 
cles of foieign manufacture, such as are 
usually or ordinarily marked, stamped, 
branded or labled, and ail packages con- 
taining such or otlier imported articles, 
shall respectively bj plainly marked, 
stamped, branded <ir labeled in legible 
English woi'db,so us to indicate the coun- 
try to their origin, unit unless so marked, 
stamped, branded or labeled they shall 
not be permitted to entry."

The tariff bill as it left the Conference 


ejmmittee has been agreed to by theHouse. 
The vote was 152 to 81. It puts several 
millions more of taxes an the consumers of 
the country each year. All known coercive 
measures were used by Reed and McKinley 
to whip in a full repnblican vote. They 
succeeded well enough to pass the bill, and 
now the beneiciaries will begin to collect 
what they no doubt regard as rewards.
